tal;Deity, that will lutfer nogyickedueſſe ( under what ipecious 
pretences loever, of Reformation or Gogd Cauſe ) to paſſe unpu- 
nifhed.

The particulars of 
the Hohourable Ceremonies will in true and exquitit Herauldry 
diſplay the ſeveral dignities hehad, either as a Peer of the Laud, 
or charged with His Majeſties Service : So in'a proportionable 
manner we. ſhall ſhew the honour done to the memory of that 
renowned/Colonel ,' Sir Wiftizm Hay of Delyity , who ſuffering 
Martyrdome withhim, in the ſame cauſe; \ambitioned his Fune- 
ral ander the ſame infamous Gibbet, prophetically certainly, that 
he might-participate with him the ſame honour at his firſt bodily 
Reſucre&ion : This his requeſt was eaſily aſſented to by theſe 
Monſtrous Leeches, whoſe greateſt glory was to be drunk and ryot 
in the blood of the moſt faithful.

Then the Corps garniſhed with Scutchions and Epitaphs , 
attended by the Earl of Arre/l, Lord high Conſtable of Scothand? 
the Earles of Buchan, Tuadall, Dumfrieſſe, Kinghorn, the Viſcount 
of Frendraught , the Lords Ray, Fraſer, Fofter , Maſter Robert 
Hey of Dronlaw, George Hay of Kininmouth , with a multitude 
of the Name of Hay and other Relations, 

As the good Town of Edlinburgh was never wanting to the 
celebration ot loyal Solemnities , fo they appeared highly mag- 
maficent in this 3 for cheir Trained Bands in gallant order ranged 
both fides of the Streets twixt the two Churches, and as the 
Corps of the great Montroſe was laying in the Grave of his Grand- 
fatzer who was Vice-Roy , they did nothing but fire excellent 
Vollics of ſhot, which was anſwered with thnndering of Canon 
from the Caſtle; the ſame was done to the Baron ot Delvity as 
he was Interring by his Generals lide. There was two things 
remarkable, the one, that before the beginning of the Solemnity, 
there was nothing but ſtormy rains, but the Corps no ſooner came 
out but fair weather with the countenance of the Sun appeared, 
and continued till all was finiſhed, and then the clouds returned 
to their frowns, and the ſtorm begun afreſh. The other, it was 
obſerved, that the friends of both the Deceaſed had Wedding 
Countenances, and their Enemies were howling in dark corners 
like Howlets, Some ſay , that there was then a kind of Col- 
le&ive Body, or ſort of Spiricual Judicatory in Town that would 
not be preſent at the Funeral, left the bones of both ſhould bleed. 

Never Funeral pomp was celebrate with ſo great jollity, net- 
ther was it any wonder fince we now enjoy a King, Lawes, Liber- 
tie, Religion, which was the only cauſe that the Deceaſed did fo 
bravely fight for, and who would not be good Subjedts, fince 
there is {o great Honour payed to their memories, when we lee 
Traitors for their. villanie has their Carcaſſes raiſed and hung. 
upon Gibbets, as was the late Cromwel and others. All that be- 
longed to the body of this great Heroe was carefully recolleRed, 
only hts Heart, which two dayes after the Murder in ſpight 0 } 
the Traitors , was be the conveyance of ſome adventorious (pt- 
rits appointed by that Noble and Honourable Lady, the Lady , 
Napier taken out and embalmed in the moſt coſtly manner Wa. 
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that skilfall Chyrargion and Apothecary Mr. Fames Callender 5 
chen put in a rich Box of Gold, and ſent by the ſame Noble La- 
dy co thenow Lord Marquefle who was then in Flanders. 

The Solemnities being ended, the Lord Commiſſioner with the 
Nobility and Barons had a moſt ſumptuous Supper and Banquet 
at the Marqueſſe of Montroſe Houſe , with Conlorts of all fort 
of Muſick, 

Nothing here was wanting for compleating the Solemnities 
but the good old cuſtome of a Sermon, which (in regard of the 
true and excellent Charater of the great Montroſe, given by that 
Learned and ever Loyal Dofor George Wiſhart in his Book , De 
rebus Montis ros , &c.) was the more ealily diſpenſed with , and 
indeed it is a ſufficient Monument to perpetrate his memory to 
Eternity: However becauſe the Book is in the Language of the 
Beaſt, which haply ſome will ſcruple at, and many not underftand, 
for their atisfation, I have glanced at the charaters of theſe two 
Noble and Crowned Martyres. And firſt , It is known that he 
is-Head and Chief of that moſt Ancient and famous Family of 
Grabamy, called in our old Scots Language, the great Grem. The 
riſe of the race is from that Grem to famous in Hiſtory , Father 
in Law to Fergus the ſecond King of Scotland, from whom he re» 
ceived Lands for his fignal Service , in demoliſhing the valium 
ſeveri , which to this day, is known by the name of Grem'”s Dike, 
and is ſtill in poſſeſſion of the Noble Marquefſe of Mantroſe: It 
the Heroick Aftions of this late Martyre could be more ſplendid 
by theſe of his Anceſtors, we could menticn the Valiant Graham, 
who ſo often baffled the Danes then Maſters of England, and Sir 
= the Graham who gave ſo much trouble to Edward King of 
Envland, who took occaſion of the difference twixt the Bruce and 
Balio to invade our Countries Liberties. But theſe and many 
others of that Ancient Race I paſſe to haſten to our Martyre, ony 
ly this, his Grand-father*s memory is yet freſh for his great Ser- 
vices to King and Country , both as Kord High Chancellor of - 
Scotland, and Vice-Roy of this Kingdom, : his Father likewiſe 
for his ſingular eminencies, both of body and minde inferiour, to 
none, waoatterhe had acquit himſelf moſthonourably, of feverall 
Royal Ambaſſages, was to the great loſſe of his Country taken 


', Way by untimely death. But to paſſe much whichmighe be aid 


of the Fame of his Progenitors, I ſhall acquaint you with - bath, 


. 'Tknow my (elf (having followed him (everal-years4n filg Expedi- 
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tions )) and what I have learned from others of good aame and 
evedir. Hewas of a midle fature , and moſt exquilixly propor- 
tioned limbs, his hair of @ light chelgut, tis complexion ewixt 
pale and rudy , his eye moſt penecrating, cheugh inchning to 
gray, his nole rather Aquiiin then otherwite :,as be was ſtrong of 
body aad limbs, ſo was be moſt agil, which made him excel} moſt 
of others in theſe exerciſes where thee two are required: In 
riding the great Horſe, and making ute. of bis Arms , be came 
ſhore of none 3 I never heard much of his delight in Dancing; 
though his countenance and other his bodily endowments were 
equally fitting the Court as the Camp: Ia his younger dayes he 
travelled France and Italy, where he made « his work co pick up 
the beſt of their qualities, neceſſary 4ora peilonof honour, hay 
ing rendered himtelf perfctt 10 the Academies, His next delight 
was © improve his mcelleftuals, whith be did by alloting @ pros

ad continued viRorious , if thearre of Trepaning had not been 
pr evalent » however the flurre he received at Philzpshaugh was 
wy the cue-throat of His Majeſties Army, for through his Enemy 
© made way to his Friends in the North, though far off, where 
his preſence gave life to drooping ſpitits, and in a ſhort time 
made up ſo conliderable Forces as could give check to the in- 
ſulting Enemy : But His Majeſty coming to Newcaftle, put a pe- 
riod to that War; here our Hero was as conl{picuous for his paf- 
ſive obedience as either he or his Noble Anceſtors were for their 
moſt deſerving ations; His Army he had fo endeared to him,that 
they would have followed him upon any Account ,, but accor» 
ding to the Commands recerived:from his Majeſtie he Capitulate 
nobly for theſe Gentlemen who had accompanied him in the 
Service z which Capiculation was moſt facredly and inviolably 
kept by chat Noble yerſcn who treated with him. The Mar- 
queſſe in obedience to his Majeſties Orders went to attend the 
Queens Commands at Pris, where he he ſtayed for ſome time, ca- 
ſting about and deſigning in ſeveral Nations what was conducible 
for His Majeſties recovery ; at length weary of delayes, and 1m» 
patient of ation, he came to be ſurprized, as he was enterpriſing 
to come to his ancieat Friends , whoſe gallant behaviour in- the 
former War had made both him 'and them ſo famous. I hall 
not ſpeak of his barbarous ufage whilſt he was Priſoner ; becaule 
they were Countrey-men and pretended to be Chriſtians 3 but 
as to himſelf, never Martyr for the cauſe of Chriſt went with 
greater cheerfalneſſe to the Fire, then he did imbrace all the 
indignities put on him, and all withont vanity or pageantry 4s 
many are uſed to do on ſuch occaſions : liis compoſedneſſe and 
gravity can ſcarce be mentioned witfrout hyperbole's , when he 
was reviled and the lie put upon him ( by him whom Caledo- 
called the Athenian Hocus ) he returned no other anſwer , 
-+ he had heard him ſpeak to better purpoſe at other 
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times. He was frequent in his Devotions and heavenly Medita- 
tions, and having reconciled himſelf with a true contrition to 
his gracious God , he advanced to finiſh his courſe with a cou- 
fagious gravity and pious modeſty, as his glorious Martyred Ma- 
fter had done before ; which carriage turned the hearts of his 
Enemies who came to inſult at the butchery, and generally the 
barbarity of his uſage was condemned by all; and truly it 1s to 
be regrated to think how fome on the Scaffold ( eſpecially a 
little Levite ) laboured to dilcompole his ſoul by their 
horrid upbraidings and reproaches , but his unſpeakable Chri- 
ſtian and milde behaviour (hew how firmly it was fixed in the 
fate of Grace ; I ſhall fay little more of this great Martyr, then 
what was faid of the Reverend Arci-bilhop of Canterbury mar- 
tyred on the ſame Account, when a worthy Knight was in a con- 
temtible jeerivs way demanded, what his Epitaph ſhould be, he 
anſwered; that (o long as St. Pauls Church ftood, and his Book 
preſerved, he could neither want Monument nor Epitaph , ſo 1 
ſay, (o long as his Hiſtory isin being, and the heaps of ſtones 
which covered his enemies Carcafſes in Tipper-moor , Aberdene » 
Emnerlochy, Allern, Alford 'and Killyth are laſting, he can neither 
want the one nor the other, and that is fo long as there 15 a 
Summer to ſucceed the Spring, and the Ccleftial Bodies to ter- 
minate their uſual courſe. 

A word now to the noble Cavaleer that accompanied him in the 
lame fortunes,and with the ſame Genius, though in a leſſer Sphare. 
He is deſcended of that Ancient and Noble Family of the Earls of 
Arrol, Chiet of the name of Hay, Lord High Conſtable of Scot/and 
heretably. The eſtabliſhment of this Family is moſt famous in our 
old Records and Hiſtories, their Honours and Eftate were confer- 
red by King Kenneth the third on this occaſion, The Danes at 
2 Battel] had put to a diſorder]y retreat to the Scots Army,which 
one named Hay with his three ſons, being ( as the Story goes ) 
at the plough, perceiving, ſtop'd them at a narrow paſſe, and 
what with threats, and what with other perſwafive notions, animate 
them to Rallay and to turnface , they going onwith the formoſt, 
with ſuch armes as their plough with its accouftrements did furniſh 
them, where they ſhew ſuch eminence of valour ina molt furious 
charge, that immediatly viftory attended them, with the totall 
overthrow of the Enemy : For which great ation the King gave 
to them a Faulcons flight of the choileſt land, © nobling them, and 
giving , 
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giving for their Armes in a Field argent, three bloody Shields, a 
Faulcon in Cre(t, and ewo Savages tor ſupporters, the Motto 
Sereo Jugunm. This noble rice being eight hundred years ago, 
may wel} place thenz amongſt the moit Honquraile Families in 
add elyus for his extrattion, being the firſt Cadet of this 
Family, - His yourhhea be fpent in Germanie imader the command 
al hi » tae renowned Count Leifly great Chamberlain £0 
the Emperour ; but bearing that his Majeitie was in War with 
kis Rebels, he (hook off all expectations of preferment there, 
and came home with the tender of his (ervice to his Maujeftie, where 
writ with the great M. Montroſe and the vahant Lord Ozilpy, he 
gave many and hnzular proofs of his prowes in his Majeities (er- 
vice mn England, till the affairs of Scotland drew him thither, in 
which ſervice with his General, how eminent he was, bis ſuffert 
ſhew'; he never diſpute the command put on, though carrying 
never. (0 many gdifficulies and dangers , which he alwayes judici- 
ouſly and hardily pus wyexecution, His ſtatwe was much of that 
of the M. Myntro/es, bus mare (quare, of great bones, his limbs 
equally proportioned, of a very flaxen and buſhy hair, his com» 
plexion rarely delicate, red and white well hr war (uch as a Lady 
would have who would vye for beauty,of diſpoſition affableya it 
of courage and hberality becoming both Sauldier ad Gen _ 
man, his conſtancy at bis death fhew well he repented nothing he 
did in order to his Allegiance and Majeſlies Service, to the great 
ſhame of tlole who threatued him with their Apocriphal Excom- 
munications, to Which be gave no mare place, then our Saviour 
to the devils Femations, he was murthered the next day aſter his 
General the Los#d Marquieſſe. Many other Noble Gentlemens 
mucthers in the @me nature] will not name at this time; ye L 
cangoc paſſe that of Fab Spotfrood, grand childe to the Arch» 
biſhop of Se. Aninems, who died in exile , and Nephew to the 
great Si Robert Spathmoad butchered in the like manver: Thus
